the country roads 
in the dark, IT 
halted the Column a short distance from the Gan- 
tonments until morning, it was cousequently near- 
ly4P. Mon the 23rd before we arrived at 
“ Koorsee.” We found the Enemy in full retreat 
along the Fyzabad Road. Forming up the Cavalry 
and the Horse Artillery, i advanced, leaving the 
Infantry with the heavy Guns poin ing towards the 
village. Two Guns of the advance guard under 
Lieutenant Hunter, had in the mean time come 
into action, against a party of Rebels who were 
making their way out of 5. sall ghures on our 
left front, for the purpose of joining the main 
body on the Fyzabad Koad ; these were soon dis 
persed, and as we were clear of the village I gave 
the order to change front to the right, by this 
movement our line completely covered the flank of 
the retreating Enemy ; a few rounds from the 
Horse Artillery caused them to scatter, on seving 
which the Ist and 2ad Puujaub Cavalry on the left 
of the line under the Command of Captain Samuel 
Brown charged most gallantly five or six times 
through the Rebels, cutting up about two hundred 
aud capturing 14 Guns, besides several ammunition 
waggons, 2 elephants, some camels, bullocks, and 
quantities of buyeage,
